here are more than three months before 

preliminary mayoral election, but 

certain themes this campaign are already 
repeating themselves. Until two weeks ago, when 
Boston Mayor Kevin White decided not run for re- 
election, the race for mayor had been dominated one 
important question: will he? 
prolonged indecision stalled the candidacies 
challengers vying for his job, making difficult for them 
attract financial contributions, campaign volunteers, 
and media attention. The day before White pulled out, 
for example, candidate Robert Kiley complained 
speech that “it can frustrating picking the paper 
the morning read about the seemingly never-ending 
saga 

But despite the decision not run, the 
anticipated thaw campaign dollars 
commitments come about. And, ironically, the 
dominant question the race still will he. 
Only now William Bulger, the autocratic state 
Senate president from South Boston, who must answer 
the question that away. 

The freeze political commitments perhaps 
deepest City Hall, where army politically 
experienced municipal employees eager preserve its 
position transferring its allegiance candidate who 
can win. Joanne Prevost Anzalone, the commissioner 
consumer affairs and licensing and the wife mayoral

The possibility Bulger candidacy also helped 
discourage number other pols from entering the 
mayoral contest. State Senator Michael LoPresti (D-East 
Boston), for one, briefly considered joining the fray, until 
learned how serious Bulger and how serious 
White about waiting see the Senate president will 
run. this late LoPresti explained, need the 
support the Boston senators and Kevin White. And all 
that’s going locked until Bulger makes his 
mind.” 

Because the leitmotif, the 
campaign, which began last fall immediately after the 
gubernatorial election, has remained static. Neither 
issues nor personalities have emerged challenge, 
entice, inform voters enough make the campaign 
dynamic, and frequently published polls reflect this, 
showing little change the relative percentages for the 
top half-dozen candidates. 

The question that continues keep the campaign 
dead center not the only recurring theme the race 
for mayor, however, for this not the first time that 
Bulger trial balloon has been released over 
political landscape with similar results. Eight months 
ago, news that Bulger might run for mayor sent shock 
waves through the campaigns six undeclared 
candidates and put the initial freeze money and 
bodies. Last October, after weeks rumors about 
Bulger candidacy, the Boston Globe reported that the 
Senate president had granted rare interview say 
was indeed considering running. 

But the time, several political observers maintained 
that Bulger would stay out the race. One was Senator 
LoPresti, who said then believed Bulger was too 
dedicated his nine children take the time- 
consuming job mayor Boston. think serve 
another term Senate president,” LoPresti said, “and 
then get out practice law and feed his kids.”

The man and his contradictions

Born years ago 
Depression-era family nine South Boston, Bulger 
has risen power way that’s been controlled 
almost repressive. his struggle emerge from 
the clichéd wards Irish pols scholar Latin and 
statesman atop Beacon Hill, Bulger has been methodical: 
every step has been deliberate; every word precise. From 
his first term office, when, while still attending Boston 
College Law School, filled vacancy the 
Massachusetts House created Joseph Moakley’s 
successful run for the state Senate, his assumption 
the Senate presidency when his predecessor resigned, 
Bulger’s coups have been remarkably bloodless state 
celebrated for its political long knives. And that’s the 


way Bulger likes his politics: clean and orderly. Under 


control. Civilized. 


fact, Bulger has been and may continue 


the beneficiary the heat around him. 1977, was 
the federal prosecution, conviction, and jailing Joseph 
DiCarlo, the majority leader for Senate President Kevin 
Harrington, that elevated Bulger from third second 
position the Harrington hierarchy. Tainted badly 
the same scandal, Harrington himself withdrew from 
office 1978, and Bulger moved crisply the top. Now 
history threatens repeat itself. Boston Mayor Kevin 
White, under heat from federal investigation, has 
withdrawn; known favor Bulger replace him. 

Beneath the meticulously crafted image Bulger 


the personification control, however, man 


teeming with contradictions. Not surprisingly, this has 
resulted widely varied, though equally fierce, 
opinions Bulger. some, scrappy, pugnacious 
pol with Napoleonic complex, small man with 6-9 
ego. some, working-class hero with 
populist streak kid from Andrew Square who can 
quote Euripides, and not just ethnic jokes about 
Italian tailors. some, nothing more than 
educated philistine; the intellectual apologist for the 
anti-busing movement. Quite intentionally, 
mystery man, rarely being what seems. Some people 
claim isn’t even Irish, but Lithuanian. 

some pols his generation, for Bulger 
membership the power elite was never birthright. 
Although his dinner partners and campaign contributors 
frequently are principals Boston’s Brahmin establish- 
ment, Bulger never far from his Southie roots, and 
isn’t about relax his grip position he’s 
fought achieve. vigilance some call 
suspicion with which Bulger views others his 
public life characteristic man whom public life 
does not naturally. Critics must carefully 
watched; challengers, squashed. 

help keep guard over his position, Bulger adopted 
his legendary insularity. Like the town where was 
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born, Bulger’s island life, removed and circumspect. 
defensive slights against Southie, especially 
what considers remote, sanctimonious press. 
Shortly after becoming Senate president, 1978, Bulger 
called together all the researchers, secretaries, and 
legislative aides assigned the state’s senators and 
instructed them never speak reporters. “If did,” 
recalled person who was there, “he told would 
terminated without recourse the senators 
were assigned to.” Petulantly, Bulger complains that 
misunderstood the press. But like his Southie 
neighbors, loath reveal himself scrutiny for 
fear that someone might uncover weakness. 

Although fierce his defense his working- 
class beginnings, Bulger has scrupulously sought 
distinguish himself from the mass Southie Irish, and 
from the caricature the Irish pol slovenly and 
corrupt. is, reminds us, gentleman and scholar. 
father who goes directly home the end his workday. 
His nine children are being raised without benefit 
television (he once visited neighbor watch profile 
himself Channel 5’s Chronicle; was interesting 
that cared enough find out what the press was 
saying about him and doubly interesting that would 
stoop view the cool medium order it). Instead 
Fantasy Island, Bulger entertains his children 
reading aloud from Shakespeare’s The Tempest. His 
picket-fenced house, East Third Street, every blue- 
collar boy’s middle-class dream might just easily 
situated Wilbraham except for the quintessentially 
urban White Fuel tanks that sit nearby. 

Bulger far maintained the precarious balance 
between his Southie toughness and Beacon Hill 
decorum. The most compelling recent example was his 
masterly manipulation the Senate “reform” move- 
ment. After particularly sleazy lame-duck Senate 
session last Christmas, several prominent liberals called 
upon Bulger examine the ancient Senate rules that 
lend the president’s post almost unnatural powers. 
Rather than oppose the popular campaign, Bulger seized 
the initiative and directed the movement, thus gaining 
the approbation the reform zealots and ensuring that 
would keep every ounce power enjoyed before 
the liberal incursion. 

People who think they know Bulger say afflicted 
with both love and loathing for his hometown. 
caught the classic bind ambivalence about South 
Boston unable either love fully leave finally. 
has consciously adopted certain historic Irish 
traditions talent, for example, for telling tales and 
retelling the peculiar oral histories contained bawdy 
songs. But allows those tendencies exhibit 
themselves only one out 365 days the feast 
St. Patrick. “When you decide going elevate 
yourself,” said one South Boston observer Bulger, 
“you see how small the town is. But Bulger also has 
play the routine for the Moon Mullins characters who 
adore him. order remain omnipotent Southie 
has the dance. has slum.” 

Boston’s neighborhood parochialism once its 
greatest strength and its greatest liability, and Bulger 
exhibits both. South Boston has taught him loyalty and 
stability, and sympathy for the underdog that reflects 
itself progressive streak the same streak that 
protected rent control and funding for public housing, 
and that helped create special court for inner-city 
housing disputes. But the severe, narrow-minded 
chauvinism that Southie pride also reflected 
Bulger. And when feels threatened challenged, his 
brittle, carefully groomed decorum simply breaks apart. 

Consider what happened Quincy Senator Paul 
Harold, who dared cross Bulger critical moment 
the debate over the 1982 budget. was July, 1981. 
Harold was concerned because the beginning the 
fiscal year had come and gone without budget pay 
public employees, including the sewage-treatment 


workers who were threatening walk off the job the 


Nut Island plant his district. Harold joined rene- 
gade Senator Alan Sisitsky (D-Springfield) calling for 
temporary, one-month budget, time when Bulger 
wanted keep the pressure order get 
accommodation out the stubborn House. Harold and 
Sisitsky stood alone against Bulger; not even the 
Republicans would enter into such unholy alliance. 
The Senate president left the rostrum confront Harold 
his seat the floor. poked finger 
chest and hissed, stage whisper loud enough for 
reporters hear, “You know that $250,000 appropria- 
tion for Quincy Junior College? Well, it’s gone.” Sure 
enough, when the final budget was approved two weeks 
later, the funds allocated Quincy Junior College had 
been cut half. 

What Harold had done that Bulger found indefensible 
was air his differences publicly, challenging the image 
Bulger’s Senate decorous, almost antiseptic 
chamber where ideas, not emotions, are discussed 
and even then cool, detached debate. Similarly, when 
state Senator Allan McKinnon (D-Weymouth) took 
the floor last December admit his shame over the 
Senate’s performance during the 1982 lame-duck 
“feeding Bulger was incensed. “If you take him 
one one the privacy his office that’s 
acceptable,” said State House lobbyist. “But when you 
take him publicy and project him the image 
what someone like from South Boston, then you 
never, ever recover.” 

far, aided the fierce protectivism work 
South Boston, Bulger has succeeded keeping his two 
worlds apart. race for mayor might challenge that. 
Bulger’s impenetrable control the Senate has certainly 
been challeged Judge suit. Enough 
challenges could peel away the meticulous veneer that 
Bulger has placed around the kid from Andrew Square. 
What would revealed something even the Senate 
president cannot control. 


The judge and his charges

Supreme Judicial Court (SJC) last week, Boston 

Housing Court Judge Edward George Daher took 
the unusual step suing the state legislature, charging 
Senate leaders with having violated provisions the 
state and federal constitutions usurping powers that 
are, law, reserved for the judiciary. And went 
further, charging, some paragraphs alleged 
“facts,” that and the staff the court over which 
presides were victims 1981 act political extortion 
committed Senate Ways and Means Committee 
Chairman Chester Atkins. Atkins named defendant 
the suit. The complaint charges that the illegal 
unconstitutional acts were initiated and/or condoned 
Senate President William Bulger, who named only 
the body text the complaint. 

making those charges, Daher was merely adding 
amendments lawsuit against the legislature that 
filed January this year. Although his motion 
amend his complaint, which was also filed last week, 
legally routine, asking only for permission make 
adjustments already pending matter, his use the 
civil process make such formal charges extortion 
against the state’s top legislative officers virtually 
unprecedented. such, sets motion politically 
sensitive legal process that threatens become 
explosive. the very least, suit will embarrass 
the legislative leadership. the extreme, could 
precipitate constitutional crisis that pits the legislative 
against the judicial branch government classic test 
the separation powers. 

Daher bases his suit his claim that his fiscal 
1982 budget for administrative personnel, expenses 
the housing court, and his own judicial salary was 
slashed (reportedly some $130,000) Bulger and

now, the saga Bulger’s attempt influence 
hiring the housing court well-known. 
personal choice for the assistant clerkship was Patrick 
McDonough, son Patrick “Sonny” McDonough, 
former executive councilor and long-time friend and 
political mentor Bulger’s. his death bed, the 
story goes, McDonough exacted from Bulger promise 
that the Senate president would look after career. 
The young McDonough had worked the court 
“housing specialist,” starting salary $13,236, 
since 1973. Bulger wanted him promoted $28,750 
clerkship. And, 1981, through intermediaries, sent 
that word Daher, who either failed recognize the 
offensive example legislative meddling judicial 
business and purposely chose ignore it. any event, 
McDonough never got the promotion that much 
matter record, the subsequent gutting 
budget. outlined his complaint, what the judge 
wants way legal remedy the restoration his 
budget, determination that indeed the “chief 
administrative judge” the housing court, and 
declaration the SJC that Atkins violated 1980 state 
law forbidding acts extortion politicians. It’s this 
last item the list that will really define the fight that’s 
shaping between the legislature and the judiciary. 
Each branch seeking assert its authority 
these matters. And the outcome the clash will produce 
more than civics lesson. 

Over the plainest issues the patronage system 
that has always been fundamental politics 
Massachusetts Daher has, wittingly otherwise, 
created context for intense and possibly embarrassing 
scrutiny the politico-legal establishment. sure, 
the substance his charges not sensational. 
Patronage and legislative meddling other branches 
government are routine. What extraordinary, how- 
ever, that Daher choosing use the litigative 
process expose these age-old practices. And, that 
though himself creature this very system, he’s 


ready take the consequences his actions. has, 


after all, put everyone the spot. Can the justices the 
SJC fail stand one their lower-court judges when 
appears that there may merit his claims? Can the 
state’s top judges publicly embarrass Bulger and Atkins 
who, after all, control the SJC budget too without 
bringing upon themselves the same sort treatment 
that Daher says got? Just who this otherwise 
unimportant housing-court judge have created the 
conditions for much systemic and personal strife? 

those who know the styles and personalities the 
combatants, the tenacious, ever-escalating quality the 
Bulger-Daher feud not that baffling. Bulger did not get 
the top the political heap being Mr. Nice Guy. 
willful and powerful man, can hell those who 
cross him. 

predictable about Judge Edward George 
Daher, say lawyers who routinely practice his court, 
that Mr. Unpredictable. very complicated 
man, devil get along with, loner, tough customer 
personal basis,” says one lawyer who asked not 
identified. known affectionately ‘Fast Eddie’ 
because his tendency make his mind fast and 
stick with it,” says another. Still another suggests that 
Daher just the sort charge and lock horns with 


Bulger before really had to. “He probably polarized 
immediately,” this person said. “From then on, there 
going any reasoned negotiation. was 
going be, ‘Who will back down?’ And will not. 
Regardless the cost.” 

sure, the 52-year-old Daher, South End native 
who now lives Westwood, but who still has real-estate 
holdings the city, has more than average 
investment the Boston division the housing court. 
went there from solo law practice specializing 
automobile-related claims its first clerk after the 
legislature created the housing court, 1972. 
rumored that raised campaign contributions for 
Governor Francis Sargent, though the extent his 
involvement, any, fund-raising uncertain. any 
event, Sargent appointed him housing-court judge 
1974. When Paul Garrity, the Boston Housing 
first judge, was promoted the superior court, 1976, 
Daher became chief judge the housing court. Also 
1974, the legislature created the state’s second housing 
court; charge Hampden County matters, was 
based Springfield. The Court Reorganization Act 
1978 combined the Boston and Springfield courts under 
the Housing Court Department the Trial Court. The 
SJC appointed Daher the chief administrative judge for 
the housing-court department, which means that 
makes personnel, budget, record-keeping, assignment, 
and other decisions for both courts. 

Notwithstanding his rise through the ranks, Daher 
seems have remained something outsider. He’s 
rumored not particularly well liked his fellow

leadership indicate that his political skills are especially 
well developed. got little bit off the wall,” 
says one lawyer, who likens him Don Quixote tilting 
windmills. “The fact that there are these [patronage] 
deals made not uncommon. must guy who 
doesn’t walk the [political] streets very often.” 
Moreover, says former legal-services lawyer 
now private practice, that differences with the 
legislative leadership got hopelessly out hand 
shows how politically naive really is. the sort 
thing that was ripe for political intermediaries, bar- 
association dignitaries and the like, put some pressure 
back Bulger and Atkins.

ianism, shorn 
contempt for businessmen and 
his indignation about inequitable 
distribution income and 
wealth, could good for busi- 
ness. This was the best news for 
capitalism since 
New Deal. Lower 
taxes corporate profits, re- 
duced marginal rates personal 
income, and new incentives 
investment could all justified 
stimuli aggregate demand 
and high employment, splendid 
disguise for old-fashioned 
avarice. 

This conservative version 
Keynes dominated economic pol- 
icy for generation after World 
precedented improvement liv- 
ing standards and secular rise 
economic growth, interrupted on- 
brief and mild recessions. 
1973, however, coup 
marked the start time 
troubles: intractable unemploy- 
ment, sharp inflation, and un- 
pleasant mixtures the two.

The awful truth that the 
recovery, such is, old- 
time Keynesian event. Let 
count the ways which the 
current economic news merits 
ghastly label. 

First, last summer Paul Volcker

Finally, 
OPEC disarray reduced gasoline 
and heating-oil prices. Just 
OPEC’s 1973 and 1979 coups 
effect raised taxes the citizens 
oil-importing nations, the cur- 
rent price slide the equivalent 
tax cut that leaves more 
spendable dollars the 
possession average Americans. 
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Most economy-watchers 
blame the feebleness recovery 
not upon Keynesian doctrine but 
upon supply-side blunders. Reck- 
less tax cutting and headlong 
arms spending have generated 
huge and increasing budget de- 
recovery, when business invest- 
ment finally demonstrates signs 
life, corporate financing re- 
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quirements will jostle Treasury 
borrowing, shove interest rates 
upward, and plunge the economy 
downward into renewed contrac- 
tion. The fact that the spring 
1983 interest rates still are his- 
torically high and show signs 
rising testifies the skepticism 
the part the financially 
informed about the permanence 
this administration’s single 
victory: the cooling inflation. 
Mrs. Thatcher has dem- 
onstrated unlucky England, 
great feat tame inflation.

Americans are less patient, 
less masochistic, than their Brit- 
ish cousins. Hence the Reagan 
acknowledged retreat from Rea- 
ganomics. The retreat, course, 
was CEA chairman Martin 
Feldstein who briskly dismissed 
supply-side economics last year 
his Senate confirmation hear- 
ings “proven decisively 
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wrong.” Monetarists, hedgehogs who 
knew one big thing (that firm control 
the money supply was the beginning 
and end sound economic policy), now 
quarrel over the definition money 
itself, bicker over which the one 
regulated, brood over the fickleness 
the velocity with which money, what- 
ever is, changes hands, and forecast 
the course the economy with the 
precision astrology. 

the punishment error, three wrongs 
not make even single right. The failures 
monetarist and supply-side therapies 
not establish the soundness the 
Keynesian pharmacopeia. 

should properly grateful for the 
role Keynesian policies played for 
generation after World War II, period 
which living standards climbed, the 
violence the business cycle 
diminished, and global growth 
celerated. But the same policies worked 
far less well the 1970s and the 1980s. 
And now clear that Keynes under- 
estimated both the inflationary potential 
full employment and the impact 
public expectations continuous infla- 
tion without serious interruption for 
long period. Keynes exaggerated the 
competitiveness the private sector and, 
some moods, the efficacy fiscal and 
monetary remedies. For the last decade 
and half, economists have fretted over 
Phillips curve trade-offs between infla- 
tion and unemployment. 
without apology, the Economic Report 
the President set six 
unemployment the appropriate policy 
objective half decade from now be- 
cause, its authors argued, any smaller 
figure would highly inflationary. 

For Keynesians, then, the question 
remains: possible combine high 
employment, say the four percent quaint- 
advanced the 1983 goal the 
Humphrey-Hawkins Act, with accep- 
table levels inflation, perhaps the 
same number? The answer for small 
even medium-sized countries probably 
unless major trading partners 
pursue similar strategies.

Foreign trade more important

likely stimulate activity Europe 
and Japan. This says more than that, 
other circumstances favoring, de-

The inflationary bias our 
economy far stronger than was the 
1960s, when, until the Vietnam disaster 
terminated the idyll, enjoyed one 
the longest episodes non-inflationary 
growth business-cycle annals. Even 
then, worth recalling, the astute 
Keynesians who shaped Kennedy-John- 
son policy Walter Heller, James Tobin, 
Kermit Gordon, Gardner Ackley, Arthur 
Okun felt the need supplement 
fiscal and monetary policy with wage- 
price guideposts.

The 
probability that laboratory research will 
come with more powerful piece 
advice our lifetimes is, the whole, 
small one. 

That said, must added that cancer 
research has reached fascinating stage, 
one those lovely moments the 
history science when disparate lines 
research converge, when becomes 
possible think terms few 
elegant principles rather than having 
remember catalogue loose facts. Yet 
the discovery faltered genes that seem 
not all revolutionary. Many experts 
have been expecting something the 
kind for decades. 

Indeed, the first hunch that cancer has 
something with chromosomes 
the packages genetic information 
was expressed around hundred 
years ago, before anyone understood the 
function these bodies, visible under 
the microscope. Subsequently, much 


circumstantial evidence has implicated 
genes the cancer process. 

understand the role researchers 
suspect oncogenes play, it’s necessary 
know something about how cells work. 
Cells throughout the body are called on, 
from time time, grow and divide, 
but they normally highly 
controlled fashion. When cut your 
skin heals, for example, cell division first 
speeds close the break and then 
slows down the usual rate, needed 
merely for replacing the layers that are 
rubbed off. Cancer cells, however, divide 
and on, ignoring all the “stop” signals 
they encounter; time they may 
invade surrounding tissue spread 
throughout the body (at which point, 
they are termed this 
failure know when stop and how 
stay put that can cause cancer cells 
invade and disable normal tissue and 
eventually kill the individual. Once 
cell has become cancerous, accurately 
and faithfully passes the trait its 
daughters and their descendants. This 
transmission alone suggests genetic 
process. 

Other lines evidence have also 
implicated genes: chemical agent can 
provoke cell into becoming malignant, 
also, rule, can damage genes; and 
appears that cancer-causing viruses work 
introducing “extra” gene into cells. 

Now oncogene research has pointed 
the way toa unified theory that would 
explain all these observations. Moreover, 
has identified few the genes 
involved, has described two ways 
which such genes might become 
abnormal, and has made stab 
learning what they are supposed 
doing when they causing cancer. 

particular gene’s sole purpose could 
cause cancer. Such gene might 
programmed into our inheritance 
way assuring our timely demise 
immunologist Peter Medawar 


hypothesized the 1950s. offspring 
benefited sufficiently from having their 
parents out the way (genetically 
“planned” death might limit the 
competition for food space), then 
inborn command self-destruct after 
certain age might well have been favored 
natural selection. But the drift the 
evidence now that cancer not 
“normal” developmental process 
designed sweep obsolete members 
the species onto the rubbish heap 
evolution. 

There persuasive evidence that 
people commonly inherit general 
tendency develop cancer, though 
individuals may inherit vulnerability 
one another environmental factor that 
induces cancer. Thus, fair-skinned 
people run higher than average risk 
getting skin cancer from being exposed 
sunlight. But blonds and redheads 
spent all their lives barrooms fallout 
shelters, instead working their tans, 
they get skin cancer. That is, 
they not have gene “for” skin 
cancer; rather they lack the protection 
that genes for dark skin would give them. 
Stomach cancer also runs families, but 
unlike skin cancer, has been 
diminishing frequency for decades 
presumably because environmental 
improvement, yet unidentified, that 
now reducing the risk for even relatively 
susceptible individuals. 

Thus, though the word “gene” usually 
suggests inherited characteristics and 
mommy and daddy and all that, research 
cancer genes does not focus the 


little packages carried sperm and eggs. 


Except certain exceedingly rare 
instances, parents not “give” cancer 
their children. Instead, cancer slips the 
door some time after the moment 
conception. 

The long habit living, from many 
our cells’ point view, one 
perpetual replication. Even get out 
the cradle, the process has 


repeated billions times, and from 
cradle grave takes billions more 
replications. Each time cell begets two 
daughters, has opportunity make 
error copying its DNA, the chemical 
which genes are composed, and thus 
haywire. What truly amazing 
that life presents with more nasty 
biological surprises than does. 

Amid all this endless replication, each 
cell must also make precise selection 
which genes activate among the many 
available it. Those that does not need 
for current activities are switched off. 
Others are revved required for 
some special activity (growing hair, 
suffering through puberty, metabolizing 
brandy Alexanders). And supply old 
standbys needed for routine 
housekeeping chores (keeping the 
matabolic fires stoked, excreting 
unwanted matter) simply maintained 
working order. Here again, the 
chances for error seem enormous. 
cell, having, say, million genes 
choose from, activates one 
inappropriately, may suffer the 
consequences with malignancy, again, 
among the theoretical possibilities. 

For the most part, however, the 
swarms cells that compose body 
manage their affairs with considerable 
success. Despite the billions 
mess up, they not only 
faithfully copy (and proofread) the 
genetic instruction manual, but also 
select and execute its commands with 
fidelity letter and spirit. And when 
mistakes happen, usually they either 
are innocuous kill the affected cell, 
and thus disappear. Truly spontaneous 
cancers, resulting from random cellular 
sloppiness, are thought small 
fraction the total number. The rest 
have external causes. 

The main sorts things known 
capable inducing cancer, has been 
apparent for decades, are radiation, 
viruses, and few chemical agents 
(including some that are perfectly 
“natural,” like cigarette tars, well 
others, like certain dyestuffs, that are 
industrial origin). Chemicals and, 
much less frequently, radiation are 
known cause cancer human beings. 
Viruses play important role the 
development cancer some animals, 
but humans only single, and 
uncommon, type leukemia has far 
been pinned virus (after very intense 
searching). Nevertheless, great deal 
cancer research devoted the study 
viruses, large part because they can 
manipulated highly specific ways that 
give the experimenter lot control 
over the system studying. The 
oncogene research richly justifying this 
strategy. 

few viruses are capable giving 
cancer chicken, rat, mouse, 
monkey, for example within matter 
days. But that conspicuous 
exception nearly universal rule. Most 
cancers, even those attributable 
viruses, take long time develop and 
often require sustained repeated 
exposure the causal agent whatever 
kind. Human lung cancer, induced 
cigarettes, classic example. This 
requirement long exposure 
carcinogens suggests that cancer not 
usually the result single catastrophic 
event. Rather, sequence changes 
within the cell must take place 
become malignant. 

Another reason suspect that cancer 
typically results from series insults, 
and nota single injury, the rate 
which the risk developing the disease 
increases with age. only single event 
were required cause cancer, the 
chances developing the disease would 
much the same any age (after 
allowing some time for encounter 
with the triggering event and then 
period before the malignancy became 
apparent). But, reality, the risk 
getting cancer increases some 60-fold 
with each doubling person’s age. 
This statistic strongly suggest that more 
than one unusual event must take place 
within cell send down the road 
malignancy, and that people must live 
long enough accumulate the requisite 
number such events before cancer 
likely occur. 

This point important because 
argues against interpreting any one 
alteration, such activation 
oncogene, being itself the “cause” 
cancer. And that brings the 
question: what oncogene?

For many years viruses have been used 
the main agent for inserting 
transforming genes into cells. has 
become progressively more apparent, 
though, that the cancer-causing gene 
tumor virus does not really belong the 
virus all. Instead, gene normally 
present the cell that has been acquired 
accidentally the virus. Since viruses 
routinely hijack cells’ genetic machinery 
manage their own replication, this sort 
inadvertent transplantation gene 
from host virus and back again not 
altogether surprising. 

work with tumor viruses continued, 
the suspicion grew that their tumor- 
causing ability came from the normal 
animal genes they had picked along 
the way, and not from any their purely 
viral genes. Geoffrey Cooper 
Sidney Farber Cancer Institute set about 
confirming this hypothesis. took 
perfectly normal DNA from mouse, 
chicken, and human cell lines and 
purified it. this form, the DNA 
consisted very long strings genes. 
exposing these strands ultrasound, 
Cooper was able break them into 
pieces approximately the size single 
genes. Next, poured this mélange 
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gene-length fragments into dishes 3T3 
cells. The cultured cells were then 
induced absorb some the new DNA. 
Once inside cell, this raw, foreign DNA 
was incorporated, much were part 
the cell’s own stock genes. 

With this system, Cooper showed that 
simply introducing previously normal 
genes into previously normal 3T3 cells, 
could get few the cultured ceils 
undergo malignant transformation. 
then extracted DNA from the 
transformed cells, but this time did not 
break up, could readily transfer the 
cancerous trait new group 3T3 
cells. the other hand, again 
broke the material more less into 
individual genes, now had the same 
effect broken DNA from normal cell: 
could still transform normal 3T3 cells, 
but not very high proportion them. 

What these results strongly imply 
that normal gene turns into 
oncogene simply virtue being out 
its proper context. get malignant 
cell, Cooper needed have particular 
gene fall into the wrong company. This 
very probable event nature, but 
once occurs, the formerly ordinary 
gene acts like cancer gene. the 
scientist then breaks the unsavory 
association, the cancer gene has 
looking for new partner crime. If, 
the other hand, transfers the cancer- 
causing pair intact, they retain their 
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ability induce cancer. 
findings have helped demonstrate that 
simply rearranging normal genes 
shuffling the deck sufficient incite 
cancer, provided other conditions are 
favorable. (“Other conditions” cannot 
yet specified. The reason that 3T3 cells 
nave played such important role 
this line research that they seem 
already have met the other conditions, 
always the verge malignancy.) 

Confirmation the shuffling-the- 
deck hypothesis recently has come from 
the laboratory geneticist Phillip Leder 
Harvard Medical School. Leder and his 
colleagues analyzed the chromosomes 
cells from particular kind tumor 
lymphoma) and found that their 
chromosomes consistently show two 
scrambled components. Moreover, 
known oncogene appears invariably 
involved this rearrangement. 

Why can rearrangement its genes 
cause cell become cancerous? The 
answer lies the nature the messages 
encoded DNA. Some segments 
DNA those commonly referred 
“genes” supply the instructions for 
making proteins. These proteins become 
the working machinery cell: they 
provide its structure, and they drive its 
various chemical processes. But other 
segments DNA are never translated 
into protein. Rather, they serve the 
switches that determine whether gene 
expressed (that is, whether the 
instruction built into another segment 
DNA carried out) and, perhaps, how 
actively that gene used. And appears 
that the switch region for many gene 
located adjacent it.

Once this process completed, 
the gene turned off, and the protein 
disappears. inadvertently turned 
again, after, say, years cigarette 
smoking, cell multiplication resumes and 
cancer likely result, assuming the cell 
already vulnerable.

harlie Clements not 
natural-born orator.

Yet there 
probably more compelling 
spokesman for end 
military assistance the govern- 
ment Salvador than Charlie 
Clements. 

especially effective be- 
cause when talks about civil- 
suffering, government 
brutality, and activities the 
rebel forces, just telling you 
what he’s seen. From March, 
1982, March, 1983, lived 
what called the Guazapa Front, 
225-square-mile area just 
miles northeast San Salvador 
area under the control 
the rebel Farabundo Marti Na- 
tional Liberation Front (FMLN). 
The only American been 
documented having lived 
Clements 
traveled the countryside, tending 
common ailments such 
anemia, arthritis, and malaria, 
well civilian casualties all 
too common country whose 
government designated 
gauze contraband item. Clem- 
ents, who went Salvador 
independently, paying his own 
way and bringing along 
backpack full medical sup- 
plies, says went “serve 
witness and also heal some 
the wounds the people.” 

For the past few months, Clem- 
ents has been traveling around 
the US, speaking his piece high 
schools and medical schools, 
labor-union meetings, church- 
group meetings, political 
forums, and raising money for 
the Salvadoran Medical Relief 
warmly received everywhere. 

Clements also testified recently 
before the congressional subcom- 
mittees the Western hemi- 
sphere and human rights. 
has been quoted newspapers 
coast coast, from the New York 
Times the San Diego Union. 
During his visit Boston last 
month, was welcomed half 
dozen talk-show hosts, and 
described what it’s like 
shelled and strafed almost daily 
and fighter planes. Wherever 
goes, Clements talks about 
everyday life where hanging 
diapers and makeshift bandages 
out dry presents “an invita- 
tion” aerial attack. says 
matter-of-factly, have never 
seen any differentiation made 
between military 

Clements has credibility about 
Salvador not only because 
has firsthand knowledge the 
place, and not only because 
physician, but also because 
was once soldier.

[Clements 
carries Does that 
imply attitude moral superi- 
ority? Does condone the 
violence there and therefore dis- 
credit commitment non- 
violence?” 

Although maintains that

This the Internal Revenue 
Service’s Collection Division 
the place you pony what 


usual ways meeting people. 


With ad, you can say what you're looking for that special 
person. Then vou decide which responses follow up. because 


you owe try wriggle out 
payment. You reach E-100 
following thin red line that 
wanders along the ground floor 
the building like capillary. 
sign above the blue- 
framed door reads “Abandon 
hope, all who enter here,” but 
once arrived and cased 
the place, you get the feeling that 
this more simple oversight 
than intentional omission. 
You come E-100 either be- 
cause you and the IRS both know 
underpaid your federal 
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taxes because audit has 
caused the IRS suspect under- 
payment. The latter route 
com- 
monplace for certain categories 
taxpayer. That may seem strange 
light all the publicity 
recent years about decrease 
the number IRS audits because 
cutbacks the agency’s per- 
sonnel. These reports, however, 
can misleading. 

What you have now less 
scattergun approach audits 
and more focused effort. 
Although only 1.8 percent all 
1040 filings are currently audited, 
the percentage far higher 
among, for example, the self- 
employed, people who handle 
large amounts cash, and ex- 
ecutives and professionals who 
make extensive use 
shelters. Most unlucky auditees 
are fingered computerized 
system when some combination 
deductions (for business, 
travel, entertainment, medical, 
other expenses) exceeds estab- 
lished national averages. 

addition the 22,182 formal 
sit-down audits conducted 
Massachusetts’s auditors 
fiscal year 1981 (1,455,256 audits 
were conducted nationwide), the 
IRS sent out numerous mail 
questionnaires taxpayers 
whose returns appeared 
challengeable.

gives the IRS its present 
ability track income from all 
sources, course, the per- 
vasive use Social Security 
numbers. Unlike the myth the 
permanent-record card, which 
grade-school teachers used trot 
out frighten naughty children 
into obedience, the innumerable 
transactions that now require one 
give his Social Security 


number indeed create records 
that dog one’s footsteps forever. 
Such records permit the IRS 
bend, fold, and 
payers ways that would have 
seemed visionary just few years 
back. 

Most audits that beyond the 
mail and phone stage are con- 
ducted Room 211 the JFK 
building. This also the place 
where the less common, but 
much dreaded Tax Compliance 
Measurement Program (TCMP) 
audits are held. TCMPs bear 
roughly the same relationship 
ordinary audit that AIDS bears 
herpes. 

generate information that the IRS 
needs determine standards for 
its regular audits the standards 
that, when exceeded, suggest that 
the taxpayer may cheating. 
Toward this aim, TCMP auditor 
goes through your return line 
line, forcing you prove that 
your listed marital state true, 
that the children you claim are 
living with you actually do, that 
your receipts for entertainment 
expenses claimed total exactly 
what you said they did (and not 
penny less), nauseam. Some 
1100 individual (and 4000 corpo- 
rate) TCMPs are conducted 
Massachusetts each year, and 
about 40,000 individuals are 
audited nationwide. One 
especially offensive element 
these super-audits that, though 
their chief purpose help the 
IRS set its own standards, the 
taxpayer bears the entire cost 
time and any needed accounting 
counsel. This approach might 
under the heading adding 
injury injury.

Whether you voluntarily report 
tax obligation that they can’t 
meet are among the percent 
those audited who end 
paying more taxes, the chances 
are good that you will end 
Room E-100.

The amino acid specified the 
typographical error, however, 
the smallest possible one, and the 
substitution probably allows the 
protein bend position 12, 
instead holding the normally 
more rigid conformation. 
anyone’s guess why this slight 
softening the protein would 
lead malignancy. Curiously 
enough, though, similar alter- 
ations have been found 
precisely the same location the 
oncogenes recovered from rats, 
which probably have picked 
the abnormal version from vir- 
uses. 

The immediate question about 
this new human oncogene was: 
how did the patients happen 
have it? Was mutation that 
had appeared their bladder 
cells after maturation, had 
been present every cell their 
bodies, presumably inherited 
from one another parent? the 
latter was the case, then maybe 
tendency 
tumors could indeed passed 
from parent child. Maybe, the 
speculation ran, lots people 
would prove walking 
around with the genetic time 
bomb their chromosomes. 

This seemingly 
speculation has far-reaching po- 
litical and economic implications. 
Bladder tumors are not rare; each 
year, nearly 40,000 new cases are 
found, which amounts about 
4.5 percent all cancers (exclud- 
ing skin cancers and noninvasive 
cancers the cervix). And blad- 
der tumors are virtually the 
archetype environmentally in- 
duced cancer: they are known 
associated with exposure 
industrial chemicals, cigarette 
smoke, parasites, 
asbestos, and possibly artificial 
sweeteners, among other things. 
the oncogene for bladder 
tumors were identified 
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normal tissue, many people 
might tempted exonerate 
the carcinogens and blame the 
victim’s gene. wouldn’t the 
first time.

Maybe 
you like apricot sauce coffee 
ice cream.

Peanut-butter sauce 
Makes about one and two- 
thirds cups 

cup light cream; 

cup sugar; 

cup light molasses; 

teaspoon salt; 

tablespoons butter; 

cup peanut butter; 

cup broken (roughly 
chopped) peanuts 

not absolutely certain that 
the world ready for peanut- 
butter ice-cream sauce.

THE SIXTH 
PLATFORM FESTIVAL: 
LESS THAN HOUSE

here are moments during the sixth annual Playwrights’ 
Platform festival new one-act plays (which continues 
through June 12) when hard suppress giggle. You 
have try: the Boston-area playwrights whose work 
display sit scattered through the audience most nights, you might 
easily end laughing face. Polite restraint surely the 
most humane course, even works against the fledgling 
best interests. The festival supposed serve kind ballistic 
testing-ground for play writing, and these unintended snickers are the 
early-warning system against misfires and bad targeting. playwright 
ignores them, and audience stifles them, their common peril. 

Theater the first night, the agon Joseph 
Miranda Triumphant emerged. Miranda, cool businesswoman her 
30s, batting away the advances younger man, Steve, whom she 
had invited for sexual marathon some weeks before and dumped 
after.

Such writing bound break down any self-control, 
and this case even the actors looked struggling against 
involuntary grins.

ntil the late 1960s, you wanted 
superhero comic book, you 

reached for D.C. comic 
Superman, Batman, Hawkman (hell, 
even Aquaman), all lantern-jawed guys 
tight clothes. Marvel Comics changed 
all that. Its man Spider-Man, say 
was superhero with neuroses match 
his times. The square jawline gave way 
receding chin; steely determination 
gave way self-doubt and self-pity. 
comic terms, this aggressive spoofing 
sonorities came off “realism.” 
D.C. was the Elvis Presley comics, 
Marvel was the Rolling Stones. the 
though, mainstream comics 
(like movies and rock and roll) had 
grown complacent.

This twaddle has alienated lot 
aging fans who had continued read 
comics for the same reason rock 
fans had resisted Joni Mitchell and 
Grover Washington they preferred 
unpretentious pop culture watered- 
down high culture. But those fans have

Topor 
demonstrates Nuts, bluffs with the 
best, plays his hand close his chest, 
and lays each card down slowly and 
carefully, building agonizing tension. 
His game skillful that even when his 
hand revealed and proves less than 
spectacular, you feel more astonished 
than taken in. 

All which say that Nuts, 
currently being played the Alley 
Theater for all it’s worth, looks better 
first glance than does under careful 
scrutiny. Part the play’s allure the 
challenge figuring out what it’s about 
but once got Nuts figured out, 
doesn’t quite figure. Topor strings you 
along tossing out the tiniest crumbs 
information, probably isn’t cricket 
reveal too much the plot. Suffice say 
that the central character, Claudia Faith 
Draper, accused murder (not until 
the last act learn the circumstances 
her crime) and that she’s been declared 
incompetent stand trial. Nuts takes 
place during hearing that her 
and her final effort have her 
sanity officially restored. Unlike John 
Hinckley, you see, Claudia wants 
held responsible for her actions. 
labeled “nuts,” locked away for 
least year; and Claudia afraid that, 
like Frances Farmer, fall into the 
snake pit and never climb out. 

Like any good courtroom drama, Nuts 
takes circuitous but compelling route 


toward its verdict but instead 
“Guilty’ “Not guilty,” the words 
wait breathlessly hear are 
tent” “Incompetent.” And Topor puts 
twist the usual lawyer-witness cat- 
and-mouse games adding some social 
criticism. the first act, Claudia’s canny 
Jewish lawyer wipes the floor with the 
stolid Jewish psychiatrist who has 
diagnosed her paranoid 
schizophrenic, and Nuts becomes 
blistering now familiar attack 
the tyranny psychiatry. the next 
act, Claudia’s mother and stepfather 
testify, giving Topor the opportunity 
pull out all the Freudian stops. Finally, 
act three, Claudia takes the stand, and 
she argues her own behalf, her case 
acquires universal aura. Claudia, you 
see, isn’t your usual 
cake/murderess. No, the details her 
family life, unhappy marriage, and 
rigged psychiatric examination unfold, 
she becomes symbol: woman-as-vic- 
tim. the end the play, you may find 
yourself believing that any female living 
this exploitive, male-dominated world 
ours has ample reason commit 

Nuts never trumpets itself 
message play Topor too dexterous 
for that, and the way grounds his 
unfortunate heroine case history 
helps conceal the label “symbol.” But 
the trouble with Nuts (which premiéred 
Off Broadway three years ago) that 
seems begging the wrong question. 
One the play’s themes that, Pascal 
said, the heart has its reasons and that 
they can understood only when 
placed the proper context. Topor 
assumes that order sustain the 
suspense, Claudia’s reasons must stay 
obscure long possible and 
therefore that her mental state must 
remain ambiguous.

ore than two decades after its

Hitchcock’s Psycho continues 
other horror film has. Like The Maltese 
Falcon, say, Citizen Kane, has 
become timeless work immortal 
movie myth; and has cast its shadow 
every cinematic nightmare since. 
course, there are other classic horror 
films: Frankenstein, Nosferatu, Invasion 
the Body Snatchers. But the creatures 
those movies are relics now, even 
jokes; they belong era when horror 
was matter demons and aliens, the 
supernatural dark forces from the 
world beyond. Psycho changed all that. 
Melding ‘50s-TV drama and Grand 
Guignol, Sigmund Freud and Sophocles, 
Hitchcock created fright film that 
replaced the religious horror old with 
the secular horror new, that trans- 
muted “evil” into showed 
that didn’t take monster make 
leap out our seats fright; man 
yes, even mother wielding kitchen 
knife could the trick just fine. And 
that was revelation. Suddenly, sitting 
movie theater and confronting your 
most primal fears longer depended 
being seduced into fantasy; suddenly, 
otherworldly creature could terrify- 
Norman Bates. 

Hitchcock unleashed that terror not 
just teasing with the storyline, but 
playing with the style and atmosphere 
various genres. Psycho was study 
shifting moods. The film’s first half hour 
was little more than bland teleplay 
about woman who steals $40,000 and 
sees the error her ways. The second 
section, beginning with Marion 
arrival the Bates Motel, was grab bag 
overwrought horror-film clichés: 
Gothic Victorian mansion, stuffed-bird 
collection, old lady who was heard 
but never seen. But then, Hitchcock 
assaulted with the 
unsparingly savage murder scene 
cinema history. (We even had watch 
Norman Bates clean afterward.) And 
was this contrast, this tension between 
old-fashioned melodrama and clinical 
slaughter, that gave Psycho its reso- 
nance. With single film, Hitchcock 
introduced era when Hollywood 
would feel free blur the line between 
the mundane and the horrific, between 
reality and nightmare. 

Filmmakers and fans alike have never 


gotten over Psycho. The two greatest 
horror films the past years, Carrie 
and The Texas Chainsaw Massacre, are 
both spiritual remakes Hitchcock’s 
film: both borrow huge chunks the 
plot, both link sexual repression (Nor- 
man little problem) with violence, 
and both are lyrical bloodbaths. less 
artful level, one can see the reverbera- 
tions Psycho particular, that 
60-second orgy terror, the shower 
scene the endless stream low- 
budget horror movies known slasher 
flicks. Every grisly knife murder every 
one these films homage the 
shower scene attempt recapture 
the shock, the profound malevolence 
And the immense popularity 
movies like Friday the 13th testifies 
our lingering obsession with Hitchcock’s 
vision. course, slasher films enjoy 
about low reputation anything 
Hollywood turns out; the crudest 
examples grade-B moviemaking. Still, 
don’t believe I’ve ever sat through 
Last House the Left Terror Train 
with quite the crummy, dispirited sen- 
sation had watching Psycho When 
will Hollywood learn that some things 
simply were not meant tampered 
with? 

Psycho was destined fiasco. 
The story will make almost 
sense anyone who seen the 
original. And the millions who have, 
it’s impossible experience this 
the Norman Bates saga 
anything other than violation 
film.

(Robert Loggia), Marion’s sister, her 
niece? someone else? the final 
half hour, seems though everyone 
the movie were running around Mrs. 
Bates drag, with kitchen knife tow.

suspense. The original Psycho was 
dark Oedipal joke; the sight Norman 
literally carrying his mother around with 
him was once wily plot device and 
ingenious metaphor for his psychosis.

And the movie 
becomes costume party, 
giant game “Will the real Mrs. Bates 
please stand up?” 

enough make you feel little 
sorry for Tony Perkins. The producers 
obviously have done Psycho 
sequel without him, and they were lucky 
that Perkins still looks the part. He’s kept 
the skinny physique and broad shoulders 
that, the first film, seemed 
pulling his body apart; his angular face 
still study contrasts handsome yet 
effeminate, with those beady yet stricken 
eyes. Unfortunately, two decades the 
insane asylum appear have worn 
Norman Bates out. Psycho, whenever 
Norman fell into brooding trance, 
had way snapping back reality 
flashing his ingenuous, schoolboy grin. 
Here, Perkins ends shrinking the 
characterization down series 
quirks and tics. wears the same, waxy 
scowl almost every scene Norman 
doesn’t need psychiatric treatment, 
needs milk magnesia. the other 
hand, Perkins almost saves face 
turning his performance into nuthouse 
shtick: one going confuse this 
Norman Bates with the one years 
ago. And the same, think, true the 
film. Psycho travesty, but not 
significant one. It’s too trivial tarnish 
our memories Alfred Hitchcock’s 
artistry.

After five attempts, 
Dan Aykroyd had yet prove that his 
broad caricatures could sustain full- 
length film. And John Belushi was dead. 
fact, the only hope held for this 
movie was that Eddie Murphy would rise 
above all, suavely skimming the dreck 
beneath his feet. But even Richard Pryor 
sinks his lousier films, why expect 
miracles from Murphy? 

Well, Trading Places turned out 
happy surprise; what had forgotten was 
that wild and crazy frat brats graduate 
suits, join snooty social clubs, and 
work for high-powered investment 
banking firms. And while taking stock 
this phenomenon, the makers Trading 
Places have done some self-improving 
their own. Working from unusually 
tight script Timothy Harris and 
Herschel Weingrod, Landis reveals new 
seriousness about comedy. Trading 
Places isn’t just gagged-up premise; 
has unity and finesse (what, this John 
Landis, the director Animal House, I'm 
talking about?). Sure, the film still has its 
gross food jokes and sick sex scenes. But 
now they’re integrated into the plot. And 
Trading Places lacks the excesses 
exhibited most the films that were 
inspired Saturday Night Live, never 
leaves you stranded dead spots. fact, 
this product smooth that doubt the 
earthy Belushi could have found place 
here (as prove the point, Jim Belushi, 
softer, less strident version his 
brother, has cameo role the film 
and plays monkey suit). The 
super slick Murphy, the other hand, 
fits right in. doesn’t need distance 
himself from the picture though 
fortunately, does percolate above 
well-timed intervals.

(In 
creating these two characters, the 
screenwriters appear have taken off 
from the Hunts Texas.) The two 
siblings have running argument, re- 
ferred “the question the age”: 
nurture versus nature. And when 
Winthorpe, their priggish, Harvard-bred 
junior partner (Aykroyd), creates scene 
their cloistered club after imagining 
that he’s been mugged Valentine 
(Murphy), the street hustler who had the 
misfortune bump into him, the two old 
gamesters decide stage 
experiment. Winthorpe’s and Valen- 
tine’s circumstances were reversed, they 
wonder, would each man lead the life 
that his new environment dictated? 
would breeding prevail? 

The answer, turns out, depends less 
science than the actors playing the 
two guinea pigs. Murphy natural 
adapter; when the Dukes spring him 
from jail, install him Aykroyd’s lavish 
townhouse, and offer him $80,000-a- 
year job with their firm, he’s surprised 
but not bowled over. “Shit,” Valentine 
grins, dancing nervously around his new 
office suite, “this kind thing happens 
every week.” And pretty soon he’s 
explaining the Dukes why the price 
pork bellies destined drop. 
course, the experiment isn’t really valid 
one, because Murphy seems born 
luxury. proved HRS., nobody 
wears three-piece suit better his 
smooth, coffee-colored skin brilliantly 
offsets those crisp white pin-striped 
shirts. matter what environment 
comes from, the man 
commercial for elegance. 

Aykroyd, the other hand, looks ill 
ease regardless his surroundings. 
the opening sequence, watch 
Winthorpe’s manservant (Denholm 
liott) shave and dress him, never quite 
believing that this guy with the puppy fat 
and absurd Harvard accent capable 
running brokerage house. And after 
Winthorpe stripped his job, his 


recall, the Chicken Ranch was shut down 
the sanctimonious grumblings the 
Moral Majority; real life, the brothel 
that inspired the musical transplanted 
itself miles outside Las Vegas, 
where prostitution legal and careful- 
regulated the state.

The song was used somewhat 
coyly the musical, but Chicken 
Ranch takes deadpan seriousness. 
There’s nothing dirtier going here 
than American capitalism, and, the 
film makes clear, there’s not much fun 
going either. watch Japanese 
tour group being hustled and out the 
door, “poor country truck 
bargaining one the women down from 
$1000 evening the “VIP Room” 
$60 “straight lay for minutes the 
most,” two themes sound consistently: 
the customer comes out with consider- 
ably less than expected, and the 
women perform considerably more than 
they would like.

Phil Manzanera and Bryan Ferry: arch-romantic élan 


Roxy the Neverland 
Bryan Ferry crosses the Mersey

rom the beginning, years ago, 
Roxy’s style has been just 


important Roxy’s music. Per- 
haps even more so, since the initial rap 
Roxy Music was that they 
play their instruments plausible 
charge given that guitarist Phil Man- 
zanera had failed his audition and been 
called back only when the slot unex- 
pectedly opened again, and that one 
the original members was Brian Eno, 
self-described non-musician who ex- 
celled the tape recorder. Roxy’s music 
could both infectious and infuriating 
its disdain for conventional pop 
structures, its slashing dissonance laced 
with funhouse turns, its unnervingly 
smooth flow from corrosive guitar into 
celestial oboe all held together 
Bryan nostalgic, arch-romantic 
élan. They had much style was easy 
perceive them having nothing else 
which why Roxy Music never 
became hit music America. Style 
doesn’t count for much here, and 
counted for even less 1972. While Roxy 
(and year earlier, David Bowie and 
Marc Bolan) were igniting British glitter- 
rock, dormitory was trying 
keep its powder dry with increasingly 
tiresome Jethro Tull and the Grateful 
lifeless C&W revamps. Listen 
Roxy Music? The fans get 
past the photos the band: Manzanera 
gazing through Fearless Fly glasses; Ferry 
wearing fake tiger-skin jacket seeming- 
lifted from Hong Kong whorehouse, 
his hair greasy pompadour that 
looked like shark’s fin reversed; 
drummer Paul Thompson sporting tiger- 
cub epaulets; and, worst all, Eno, 
serenely Sphinx-like silk leopard- 
skin shirt, waterfall hair cascading 
back from his balding forehead. Then 
there were Andrew MacKay’s yakkety 
sax, Manzanera’s high-strung, Robert- 
Fripp-influenced guitar lines, and Ferry’s 
lost weekend crooning. was all too 
weird for and for the rest 
America. 

But with Manifesto (1979), their first 
album after three-year hiatus, Roxy 
began cultivate more romantic and 
rarefied underpinning for Ferry’s wistful- 
ness; and this approach has given the 
band its best chance breaking the 
market since “Love the Drug” nudged 
into the Top 1975. Last 
Avalon sold 250,000 copies America, 
Roxy’s best showing after Siren (which 
featured the Drug”); and their 
recent live EP, The High Road, edging 
toward the Top the Billboard 
charts. Both the and the are 
receiving unusual amount airplay 
for Roxy (though the new WBOS, 
long-time Roxy booster Maxanne Fatoire 
keeps their earlier albums the rota- 
tion). the other hand, some faithful 
fans are accusing the band selling out 
and getting soft. 


The transition occurred between 1976 
and 1978, during which period the band’s 
nucleus Ferry, Manzanera, and 
MacKay left pursue solo projects. 
The timing kept this most upperclass 
bands (before the split, Ferry had already 
established his trademark: Continental- 
style dinner jacket and cummerbund) out 
punk’s fire storm. the time 
regrouped, street clashes were already 
giving way dance-floor bashes. Al- 
though Roxy Music had never been 
regarded dance outfit (“Love the 
Drug” excepted), Manifesto represented 
obvious bid for new image (with 
characteristic Roxy irony, the wild party 
the cover photo populated well- 
dressed mannequins). “Trash,” the first 
single, was snappy, sassy rave-up, and 
the band scored well the singles 
charts with “Dance Away” and remix 
“Angel Eyes.” The album climbed 
the Top Britain, though nothing like 
that here. 

Manifesto marked another significant 
change. Although 
boardist/violinist Eddie Jobson failed 
return from Siren, and though half the 
songs were co-written Ferry with 
either Manzanera MacKay, the band’s 
balance had shifted. The horns and 
female backup singers “Cry Cry Cry” 
suggest Ferry’s solo albums, particularly 
Stick Together. The tighter ensem- 
ble playing also squelched Manzanera 
and MacKay; there were fewer op- 
portunities for them rage out 
control, and those opportunities had 
been the source many Roxy’s 
incandescent passages. 

Smooth one thing, but Flesh+Blood 
was lacquered and buffed high gloss. 
From the opening trick distanced re- 
interpretations stan- 
dards (“In the Midnight Hour,” “Eight 
Miles High”) that characterized Ferry’s 
first solo album Foolish Things) 
the deliberate singer’s showcases 
You,” “Running Wild”), Flesh+Blood 
was virtually another Ferry solo project. 
The arrangements and production purée 
all the instruments behind his voice, and 
the backup singers are choir that lends 
spirituality his heartbreak. With three 
exceptions, this was not even good 
Ferry solo record; the exceptions, how- 
ever, now stand with any his sen- 
timental paeans: “My Only Love,” 
“Same Old Scene,” and particularly the 
exquisite remembrance the Beatles, 
troduced the Roxy: dominated 
the wistful romantic part Ferry’s 
sensibility, assisted Manzanera and 
MacKay, and augmented some first- 
class sessionmen, including drummer 
Andy Newmark, bassist Alan Spenner, 
and guitarist Neil Hubbard. Avalon 
sustained this trend, creating aesthetic 
melancholy much Stevie Nicks has 
created one around childish fantasy. 


the title suggests, it’s devoted places 
that never were, places that Ferry in- 
stinctively translates into relationships 
that might have been. its stately way, 
Avalon often both beautiful music and 
Beautiful Music. 

Slickness isn’t necessarily virtue, but 
for Ferry it’s not out character. Dreamy 
melancholy has been part 
repertoire from the start, and matter 
what the musical setting, Ferry has 
always been wounded romantic: you 
don’t have look any further than 
“Chance Meeting,” their first album. 
And you don’t have any further 
than “Sea Breezes” spot the band’s 
affinity for long, becalmed compositions. 
Every Roxy record has similar tracks. “In 
Every Dream Home Heartache” (For 
Your Pleasure), and Song for 
Europe” (Stranded), 
(Country Life), and “Could Happen 
Me?” (Siren) could all fit Avalon 
Flesh+Blood. changed how 


Roxy now emphasize this wistfulness 
while turning away from the rocking that 
formed the backbone Country Life 
and Siren albums that themselves 
were more “commercial” than the outré 
clamor Roxy Music and For Your 
Pleasure. 

This switch emphasis drew 
enthusiastic sellout crowd BU’s Walter 
Brown Arena decade after 
records drove students out the same 
school’s dorm rooms. Ferry hit the stage 
energy level didn’t reach until 
the encores the and tours, his 
taciturn lounge lizard sent packing 
favor someone not afraid show 
some fervor. some dance steps. the 
middle the show, the band slipped 
into “Dance Away” speeded 
sockhop tempo. the lights began 
mock-disco flashing, teased the crowd 
with the 
NO!” chant from Sly Stone’s “Stand” 
before funking into “Love the Drug.” 
That Roxy see sellouts contradic- 
tions obvious: the almost-two-hour 
show freely mixed highlights from 
every album except their debut (you can 
tell when band’s unsure its identity: 
the oldies are bunched together). the 
context hypercharged renditions 
“Out the Blue” “Do the Strand,” 
what Roxy are currently doing begins 
make sense. always been able 
pick out their own best songs: “Take 
Chance with Me” and “My Only Love” 
hold their own with long-time favorites. 
Likewise, none the numbers The 
High Road could called safe choice. 
Let Go,” Ferry’s song desperate 
love Los Angeles, rescued from the 
obscurity The Bride Stripped Bare. 
the EP, Manzanera traces sessionman 
Waddy Watchel’s original guitar solo but 
coils tighter. BU, tore apart and 
notes. titan The High Road, 
Manzanera matched that performance 
the show, casually throwing off whipsaw 
chords and piercing, laser-like leads.

record companies push cheesy novelty 
rockabilly that has little common 
with the original sound makes Robert 
Gordon seem like visionary.

The family tactfully described 
“eccentric” the Coolidge Corner schedule self- 
conscious around the camera, and for while one 
wonders why earth Anthony, attractive young 
woman who bears likeness her on-screen kin, has 
decided stick their faces. 

But soon detect the boredom and aimlessness 
their lives. When Anthony returns her relatives’ house 
after absence eight months, Michael pounds 
heavier and welfare. wanders around the kitchen 
his pajama bottoms, which periodically burst open, 
and his days are spent before the television, watching 
soaps that bear resemblance the domestic drama 
unfolding around us. And when the grandmother relays 
dream she’s had about her ascension heaven, 
realize nearing the end family epoch. 
closing title informs that the household dissolved 
month later, the grandmother died, her sister returned 
Greece, and Michael and his mother moved small 
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Attic (to repeated Sun- 
day, June 12). this work about 
gay couple breaking up, find 
Mark rummaging through Paul’s 
attic trove childhood momen- 
tos and forcing him dredge 
the traumas his youth. Paul 
has had rough time it: his 
grandmother didn’t love him 
enough; his parents bought him 
football pads the age six; and 
when was dog died 
girl who called him name. With 
these memories now shared, the 
two fall into increasingly 
murky quarrel. Mark discovers 
Paul has wrapped painting 
his pillowcase and stashed 
the attic. Paul tells him 
better leave his house, but Mark 
hesitates: “Everything you say 
right, and everything you say 
wrong. But say no!” Paul blurts 
out, “Look it’s all around 
you go!” the night 
attended the audience evidently 
knew where look and what for, 
since liked the play and urged 
only one minor adjustment: that 
they take the painting out the 
pillowcase can all see. 

Not all the plays 
unredeemable, and many 
them have major saving graces 
that, given some whittling and 
rewriting, could become the cores 
successful scripts. Nelson 
Clark’s Growing Pains (to 
repeated Saturday, June 11) 
shows aging father trying 
cope with his “only 
retarded” 18-year-old daughter 
(played with precise empathy 
Rima Miller); the part 
hovering between goofy child- 
disquieting 
father’s flat. Debra San’s Out 
Lunch starts with dull young 
couple meeting restaurant 
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wants marry, she doesn’t; 


but then adds interloper, 
hilarious codger who sits down 
with the strangers, carries like 
lunatic, and the end offers the 
young lady good sentimental 
advice: marry the guy even 
though he’s stubborn, sullen 
jerk. 

Some these are nice plays 
and some these are funny 
plays, but none shows any sign 
ambition. The only festival entry 
shake the stage Gulliver 
among Lilliputian one-acts: Bruce 
The Machine Stops, which 
adapted from E.M. 
story future which tech- 
nology has emasculated human- 
ity, and people sit subterra- 
nean cubicles trying think new 
thoughts. Most likely, Dale 
towers over the rest the pack 
because he’s standing For- 
shoulders; and it’s certainly 
true that has garbled the 
story’s action trying make 
universal.

the Platform performance, 
the director, Paul Warner, also

out into the audience. (Sure beats

er, Warner creates little havoc. 
vision, illustrated upstage 
pretty, Muzak-filled family 
tableau, turns hellish: “The 
father’s drunk and has job, the 
mother’s love with another 
man, and the daughter years 
old and pregnant.” The daughter 
starts scream pain, the 
family hops car take her 
hospital, and they crack up. 
much for the good old days 
and much for the preachy 
pastoral nostalgia 
tale. 

The staging The Machine 
Stops does fail toward the end, 
the Machine casts its human 
wards into the cold world. But 
give this sloppiness over the 
rest the sterility any 
day. Playwright Dale says 
wants produce The Machine 
Stops part three-act play, 
yoking stories Flaubert 
and Dostoyevsky 
bellion. With Warner the con- 
trols, this promises 
engaging affair. You may not, 
however, see Playwrights’ 
Platform, since the audience 
the first performance didn’t think 
too much this Dale-and- 
Warner work.

loosely plotted, but does offer 
some effective black adolescent 
repartee. Huddlin doesn’t always 
know where put his camera, 
and there are too many dark, red- 
lit huddles bodies; but small 
groups has gift for compo- 
sition, his editing pungent and 
rhythmical, and he’s sensitive 
director actors.

Far slicker “Pink Triangles,” 
the Cambridge Documentary 
Group’s examination 
homophobia through the ages, 
which told that the 
homosexuals “liberated” from 
places like Buchenwald were 
often thrown back into prison 
unless they ditched their pink 
triangles the designation for 
gays the Third Reich. Here 
heterosexuals-on-the-street 
sound off about homosexuality, 
and their assertions that gays 
should shot that gays are 
un-American are set off tales 
concentration camps ex- 
cerpts from the Army/McCarthy 
hearings. learn that the term 
“faggot” (literally “bundle 
sticks”) more precise than 
suppose, since homosexuals were 
often used during the Middle 
Ages kindling when witches 
were burnt the stake. heter- 
osexual complaint that people 
sexuality followed mon- 
tage aggressively heterosexual 
advertisements. And homosex- 
uals like Aaron Frick the 
young man who tried take his 
boyfriend the prom relate 
their abuse the hands 
intolerant heteros. 

Allen brisk, starkly 
photographed portrait Hebri- 
dean life, “The Shepherds 
Berneray,” watch old 
crofter places rifle the head 
sheep and blows its brains out, 
proceeding swift, busi- 
nesslike manner shear it, slit 
open and scoop out its organs, 
and then supervise it’s carried 
into the deep-freeze.

Back 
business. The sheep are roughly

made housecalls and this 
one. 

well, all the world’s stage, 
and these performers know how 
‘to make look like one. They 
string makeshift curtain across 
the hall, creating inner stage 
and green room. wench set 
one corner with prompt 
script, and 
sashays into the action bearing 
placard. ladder propped 
against the 
balcony, and musicians are dis- 
pensed thither like firemen. The 
Lord’s weighty furniture con- 
scripted, while Sly and his hood- 
winking hosts are relegated the 
sides the room, there swill 
and heckle lot little bits have 
been dug from some folio 
other for them; and the end Sly 
deposited back the heath 
anticlimactic sure, but less 
nauseating finale than 
“Beat me” speech).
